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STANFORD  SYMPOSIUM  IN  FEBRUARY 

“In  no  other  area  of  medicine  is  there  a greater 
need  for  inter-disciplinary  communication  and  team 
work,”  recently  stated  Donald  R.  Laub,  M.D.,  Chief, 
Division  of  Plastic  and  Reconstructive  Surgery  at 
Stanford  University  Medical  Center,  which  will  host 
a symposium  on  transexualism,  February  2-4,  1973. 

Panel  discussions  will  be  headed  by  Dr.  Milton 
Edgerton — Surgery;  Dr.  Richard  Green — Psychiatric 
Aspects;  Dr.  Norman  F.  Fisk — Etiology,  and  Dr.  Ira 
Dushoff — Rehabilitation.  The  symposium  will  be 
attended  by  physicians  from  the  disciplines  of  psy- 
chiatry, urology,  gynecology,  reconstructive  surgery, 
endocrinology,  research,  medicine  and  surgery  as 
well  as  psychologists  and  paramedical  personnel. 

Several  new  aspects  regarding  the  nomenclature 
of  the  problem,  new  work  on  the  etiology  of  tran- 
sexualism, refinements  of  surgical  techniques  and 
interesting  aspects  of  postoperative  follow-up  will 
be  highlighted. 

Of  primary  significance — during  the  symposium 
the  framework  will  be  laid  for  a national  society  or 
organization  that  will  facilitate  the  interdisciplinary 
dissemination  of  scientific  information  regarding 
transexualism.

Preliminary  Find- 
ings Indicate  General  Success. 

The  article  spotlights  the  work  of  the  various 
gender  identity  clinics,  the  research  taking  place, 
interviews  and  comments  on  scientific  studies. 

It  is  already  gratifying  to  note  the  favorable  re- 
sponse to  the  TIMES  story  and  its  nationwide  wire 
service  distribution.  It  is  an  immeasurable  contri- 
bution to  EEF  efforts  to  assist  public  understanding 
and  help  to  human  beings  burdened  with  problems 
due  to  no  fault  of  their  own.

The  N.  Y.  Academy  of  Medicine  Section  on  Ob- 
stetrics and  Gynecology  has  invited  EEF  to  co- 
sponsor a symposium  on  transexualism  on  April 
25,  1973,  3-6  PM.

ON  CITIZENSHIP 

Good  news  for  postoperative  transexuals  who 
were  born  outside  the  United  States! 

Last  winter  an  EEF  representative  was  on  hand 
at  the  interrogation  of  a postoperative  applicant  at 
the  Naturalization  Dept,  to  give  relevant  informa- 
tion on  transexualism  and  the  sex  reassignment 
operation  as  well  as  on  the  character  of  the  indi- 
vidual. Transexualism  was  a new  situation  for  the 
examiner  to  consider  and  he  was  obviously  puzzled 
at  first. 

After  months  of  anxious  waiting,  however,  the 
citizenship  application  was  granted.  As  a matter 
of  fact,  the  only  question  that  came  up  for  a later 
interview  concerned  a traffic  violation  that  occurred 
ten  years  ago  in  the  native  land  of  our  friend  who 
may  well  be  the  first  naturalized  U.S.  citizen  alumna 
of  the  sex  reassignment  procedure. 


JOHN  MONEY  CITATION 

The  Annual  Award  for  Significant  Contribution  to 
the  Scientific  Study  of  Sex  was  given  to  John  Money, 
Ph.D.,  Professor  of  Medical  Psychology  and  Asso- 
ciate Professor  of  Pediatrics  at  Johns  Hopkins  Uni- 
versity, at  the  November  Annual  Conference  of  the 
Society  for  the  Scientific  Study  of  Sex  in  Palm 
Springs. 

We  applaud  this  most  recent  recognition  of  John 
Money's  unique  position  of  international  leadership 
in  the  field  of  sex  research  and  education. 

The  address  given  following  the  award  and  cita- 
tion was:  “Sexology:  Behavioral,  Cultural,  Parental, 
Hormonal,  Neurohormonal,  Genetic,  Conceptive, 
Contraceptive,  etc.”  This  will  be  published  in  the 
next  issue  of  the  JOURNAL  FOR  SEX  RESEARCH, 
quarterly  periodical  of  the  Society  for  the  Scientific 
Study  of  Sex.

IN  JAPAN 

An  interview  with  Dr.  John  Money  was  aired  over 
Nippon  Hoso  Kyokai,  the  Japanese  National  Tele- 
vision, Tokyo,  on  October  26th.  This  interview  was 
part  of  a comprehensive  program  garnered  from 
discussions  with  leading  specialists  in  the  United 
States  and  Europe:  “OUR  WORLD — 1970s — Man 
and  Woman — The  Disintegrating  Myth." 

IN  EAST  BERLIN 

Dr.  Anke  Ehrhardt  presented  a paper  on  the  evi- 
dence that  prenatal  hormones  have  an  influence  on 
sex-related  behavior  in  the  human  female,  in  Sep- 
tember at  a Symposium  on  Differentiation  and  Neu- 
roendocrine Regulation  in  the  Hypothalamo-Hypo- 
physical-Gonadal  System. 

Dr.  Ehrhardt  has  given  a number  of  lectures  on 
gender  identity  differentiation  this  fall  including 
teaching  sessions  at  Dickinson  College  and  Lenox 
Hill  Hospital. 

IN  ISRAEL 

The  office  of  the  Interior  Ministry  recently  dis- 
closed that  it  has  officially  recognized  changes  of 
sex — male  to  female — by  seven  Israeli  men  who 
have  undergone  sex  reassignment  operations  during 
the  last  two  years.  The  two  most  recent  changes 
were  recorded  in  the  Tel  Aviv  office  involving  indi- 
viduals whose  operations  had  taken  place  in  Eng- 
land. On  producing  attesting  documents,  they  were 
permitted  to  register  new  first  names  and  received 
identity  cards  listing  them  as  female. 

IN  CANADA 

The  main  problems  discussed  at  the  September 
seminar  sponsored  by  the  Association  for  Canadian 
Transexuals  (ACT)  in  Toronto  at  which  EEF  was 
represented,  were  the  lack  of  adequate  treatment 
facilities  in  Eastern  Canada  and  the  urgent  need  for 
greater  public  and  administrative  understanding 
and  help. 

A subsequent  Toronto  STAR  column  by  Paul  Rim- 
stead  (a  recent  protest  candidate  for  mayor)  em- 
phasized the  plight  of  Canadian  transexuals.  He 
connected  us  with  Canadian  Broadcasting  Com- 
pany’s concerned  associates  Selena  Dack  and  Ian 
Brims. 

As  we  go  to  press,  we  are  delighted  to  report, 
a television  film  on  transexualism  is  in  production 
for  airing  on  a forthcoming  CBS-TV  Network  WEEK- 
END Sunday  night  program.  Included  in  the  film 
are  interviews  with  associates  of  the  Clarke  Institute 
of  Psychiatry  Gender  Identity  Clinic — whose  work 
had  to  be  materially  limited  these  past  two  years — 
transexuals,  and  Zelda  Suplee.

St.  Luke’s  Hospital  Center  Mental  Health  Clinic 
has  announced  the  establishment  of  weekly  group 
therapy  sessions  for  the  treatment  of  transexual 
individuals.  “This  group  will  seek  to  help  individ- 
uals find  more  comfortable  ways  of  relating  to 
themselves  and  to  others  while  living  in  their  chosen 
gender  identities.”  Interested  persons  should  com- 
municate with  EEF  New  York  office  for  further  in- 
formation and  referral. 

Interviews  with  one  or  both  parents  of  transex- 
uals are  being  sought  by  Stanley  Coen,  M.D.,  New 
York  City  psychiatrist,  in  connection  with  an  on- 
going research  study.  We  recommend  cooperation 
of  individuals  concerned  in  this  study — the  consul- 
tation itself  would  be  mutually  helpful.

We  welcome  invita- 
tions of  this  type  and  the  opportunity  to  fulfill  our 
aims  to  educate  the  professional  and  lay  public. 

IN  CHICAGO 

An  audience  of  nearly  300  persons  attended  the 
symposium  on  transexualism  sponsored  by  One  of 
Chicago,  Inc.,  and  Dignity,  at  St.  Sebastian's  Church 
in  September.  With  EEF  cooperation,  the  program 
included  panel  presentations  by  Dr.  Tamara  Braun 
of  the  Chicago  Gender  Identity  Clinic  and  Dr.  Marie 
Mehl,  as  well  as  interviews  with  transexuals  and  a 
transvestite.

We  deeply  appreciate  the  many  responses  to  our 
Help  Wanted  requests  for  information  details  on 
transexuals'  dealings  with  insurance  companies, 
with  legal  and  license  matters  and  with  agencies 
such  as  Welfare,  Vocational  Rehabilitation,  etc.,  re- 
gardless of  outcome. 

We  will  continue  to  welcome  cooperation  from 
all  concerned  in  order  to  have  a clear  picture  of 
the  civil  rights  and  general  status  of  transexuals  in 
this  country.

What  may  be  the  first  transexual  surgery  in  Mas- 
sachusetts has  been  performed  at  Cambridge  Hos- 
pital, a city  hospital,  by  a Harvard  plastic  surgeon. 
A former  member  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Gender 
Identity  Clinic,  who  performed  the  surgery,  said 
there  was  no  question  in  his  mind  that  the  opera- 
tion was  justified  from  the  medical  point  of  view. 
A psychiatrist,  urologist  and  a gynecologist  were 
in  consultation  before  the  decision  was  made.

Dr.  James  P.  Hartgering,  Commissioner  of  Health 
and  Hospitals  in  Cambridge,  said  he  considered  the 
surgery  difficult  to  turn  down.
